Public, a newspaper published in 
Ghent, under date of August 29, just 
received at the headquarters of the 
Belgian relief fund here, — an 
account of the occupation of Lournad, 
Belgium, by the German troops. 

“Immediately upon occupying the 
city, the military authorities de- 
manded 2,000,000 francs ($400,000) 
and took as hostages the Mayor, 
bishop and all members of the City 
Council. Payment was offered in bank 
notes, but this was refused by 
Germans, who demanded gold and 
silver and allowed only one hour 
in which to collect the money. At 
the end of that time they were given 
1,700,000 francs. The Germans then 
allowed an extra hour to complete 
the 2,000,000 francs. The women of 
the city were forced to collect from 
door to door to make up the con- 


tribution. Meanwhile the hostages had 


been taken away and were not 


brought back after the money was. 
paid.” 


It was announced at the bureau 
that the Belgian relief fund had 
reached a total of $17,409.

Attacks of the Enemy. 


German War Correspondent Tells How the Allies Suf- 
fered When They Undertook to Arrest the Advance of 
the Invaders—How Gen. V on Kluck Withstood Fierce 


don, 7:30 p. m.) — report of a 
war correspondent with 
the general headquarters in the fieid, 
as received here from Berlin, says: 
“Toward the end of August the 
French endeavored to arrest the ad- 
vance of the German troops through 
Belgium by attacking their forces at 
Epernay and on the German left wing 
at Metz and Saarburg. In these at- 
tacks the losses of the French and 
British were very heavy. 

“The German right wing, com- 
posed of three corps, then attempted 
to outflank the allies by a movement 
to the left past Amiens, which move- 
ment was successful and led to a 
rapid advance on Paris. 

“Since September 5 there have 
been heavy engagements in many 
places. An attack on the Germans 
from the direction of Paris over the 
town of Crecy, and the department 
of the Aisne was successfully with- 
stood by Field Marshal Von Kluck.

The schooner, after leaving Nome, 
September 8, went to East Cape, Si- 
beria, to take on Eskimos and skin 
boats. * then laid her course for 
Rogers Harbor, Wrangell Island, ar- 
riving there about 10:80 o'clock on the 
night of September 6. She sent up 
skyrockets, but received no response, 
the castaways on shore having retired 
at 10. The next morning they were 
overjoyed to hear the whistle of the 
achooner. Four Eskimos in a skin 
boast found a lead through the ice,

NEW TRIAIS DENIED. 


Ruling of Lower Court on Rules of 

Evidence and Rebuke to Witness 

Upheld. 

Holding that it is permissible to 
accept a confession made by a per- 
son charged with a crime, if it ap- 


ments made were voluntary, the Dis- 


trict Court of Appeals yesterday af- 
firmed the judgment of Superior Court 
Judge Dehy of Mono county, in re- 
fusing a new trial to Otto J. Hoge, 
charged with robbery. 

Tt appeared that after the arrest 
of Hoge, he made a voluntary state- 
ment to Capt. Flammer, and it was 
sought to show that the rights of 
the defendant were injured by the 
admission of the alleged confession 
as evidence by the trial court. The 
fact that Hoge was under arrest at 
the time and in the custody of the 
officers makes no change in the rule 
obtaining in such evidence, holds the 


court. 

During the trial of Majo Vukojevich 
in Judge Craig’s court on a charge 
of manslaughter, one of the witnesses 
for the defense used profane language 
in the court, and was soundly repri- 
manded by Judge Craig for his clear 
contempt. This, among other reasons, 
was given why the defendant should 
have a new ffPial, it being alleged that 
the remarks of the court were mis- 
conduct.

Under the plan of the Supervisors, 
approximately the sum named will be 
raised through a tax levy this year and 
next for the entertainment of tourists 
and visitors to this city during the 
San Francisco and San Diego exposi- 
tions. In the presence of a delegation 
of prominent citizens who are mem- 
bers of the 1915 general committee, 
Mr. Norton introduced a resolution 
yesterday providing that no purchases 
could be made nor a cent expended by 
the committee unless the chairman of 
the Finance Committee of the Board 
of Supervisors gave his personal con- 
sent. The chairman of the Finance 
Committee is Mr. Norton, 
The Norton resolution also pro- 
vided that the general committee 
shall make all purchases through the 
county purchasing department and 
-employ only men from the county civ- 
il service lists. Also that no money 
should be paid out for wines, liquors, 
banquets, hotel bills, and for traveling 
expenses of the guests of the city. 
In answering the resolution, the 
Executive Committee, represented by 
John 8. Mitchell, Frank Wiggins, F. 
W. Blanchard, W. M. Bowen, E. A. 
Geisler and W. M. Humphrey told Mr. 
Norton that we are entitled to full 
confidence and consideration of the 


Board of Supervisors and in this labor 
of love we should not be bound hand 
and foot by unfair and unjust rules 
and resolutions.” Several ‘members of 
the committee strongly resented the 
implied lack of confidence, as shown 
by the provisions of the resolution. 

They also asserted that hiring of 
employees by civil service would seri- 
ously hamper and embarrass chair- 
men of subcommittees who now have 
efficient workers not taken from the 
Barl-Evans-Norton “efficiency” lists. 
A letter, approved by the entire 
Executive Committee, and bearing the 
signature of Motley H. Flint, its chalir- 
man, was read. In this letter the 
methods adopted for the handling of 
the funds were given in detail. 

“Hence it would seem that if con- 
fidence cannot be reposed in the 1915 
General Committee,“ the letter added, 
“then our labors thus far have been 
in vain and a committee should be se- 
lected in whom the Supervisors have 
implicit confidence.” 

Mr. Norton refused to listen and of- 
fered his resolution without amend- 
ing it. It was not seconded and died 
then and there. 

If Mr. Norton's innocent-appearing 
resolution had c d. he, as chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, would 
have had the say as to all purchases 
and workers’ salaries, and without his 
signature nothing could be done. He 
could block the whole thing if he 


chose.

engineers, sustaining the rates as rec- 
ommended, the Council insisted upon 
setting lower gas rates. The result 
was that each of the several gas com-

To the City Attorney falls the duty 
of defending the municipality in 
these cases; but he cannct use 
Board of Public Utilities, nor its en- 
gineers, as witnesses for the city, as 
they have gone on record for higher 
rates than those set by the Council. 
The only hope for a defense that will 
stand is to secure a revaluation of 
the plants. That this new valuation 
will produce figures sufficiently low to 
enable the city to make its case for 
the gas rate fixed by the Council is 
generally considered extremely doubt- 
ful—but the Councilmen who contend- 
ed for the low rate are willing to 


spend $15,000 to secure these figures. 


Chief Engineer Mulholland was 
asked to make the new valuation. He 
has designated Roderick MacKay, his 
right-hand man, tc take charge uf the 
task, while Mr. Mulholland win give 
all the attention to it that he Can spare 
from his other duties. 

Mr. MacKay sent to the City Coun- 
cil yesterday a statement that he is 
preparing his corps of assistants, and 
that the work in hand will require 
from four to five months’ time, while 
its expense will be approximatel, 315, 
000. 

This was referred to the Finance 
Committee, and it was stated yester- 
day that the appropriation will de 
made, payable in monthly  install- 
ments. 

But this is simply the beginning of 
the ccsts that will pile up in the liti- 
gation filed against the city by the va- 
rioua utility concerns that are fight- 
ing for a rate commensurate with 
their investment and expenses. He- 
„ des the five suits that have heen 
filed on the gas rates, there are suits 
by the two telephone companies, on 
similar grounds. Here a like situa- 
tion prevails—the Board of Vublic 
Utilities and its enginecrs having jus- 
tified a higher rate than the Council 
set. The Glendale Consolidated Wa- 
ter Company and the Union  IHfolly- 
wocd Water Company have similar le 
gal actions pending. 

It is proposed to ask Mr. Muthol- 
land to make a valuation of the plant 
of the Glendale Consolidate ‘Vater 
Company. He has airoady made one 
of the Union Hollywood Water Com- 


pany. 

In all of these cases the City At- 
terney will have to depend on wit- 
nesses other than the bvard and ex- 
perts that in the natural course of 
events goes into the details of cost 
and maintenance of pubiic utilities 
and recommends rates. The 
placed by the Council upon tity At- 
torney Stephens is by no means an 
enviable one.

CITY SCHOOLS. 

Superintendent of Schools Francis, 


with figures showing that the number 


of children attending high schoo! in 
this city is greater per capita than 
in any other important city of the 
country, and that there has been 7 
steady increase in the percentage o 
children reaching the high grades 
both of which are evidences that the 
people of this city are prospering and 
that they value education—was eager- 
ly listened to by members of the com- 


present. 

Job Harriman was also a witness 
and was tendered a mild reception by 
his coterie following adjournment, but 
his generalities did not “get under the 
skin,” as did Mr. Francis's logical 
dissertation on our school system and 
his ideals of education. 

“Our boys and girls go wrong be- 


go,” said Mr. Francis in elaborating 
his idea that the public schools are 
net for school men, but for the 
scholars. 

Speaking of the oft-attacked inter- 
mediate schools, Mr. Francis said: 
“The one time that a boy or girl 
most needs a teacher, a guide, is in 
the early years of adolescence. It is 
to meet the problems of these ado- 
lescent years that the intermediate 
schools were organized, and the mon- 
ey spent on them is for the one ob- 
ject of saving boys and girls to use- 
ful lives. 

“The whole educational system,” he 
continued, “was shaped in years past 
and still bears that impress—to pro- 
vide training for those intending to 
take up a profession. It was wrong. 
It turned too many away from the 
constructive life. It made too many 
misfits. 

“Is the girl not interested in mathe- 
matics, but in dress designing, lack- 
ing in intellectual caliber? I some- 
times think it indicates the opposite. 
You put a girl to figuring on some- 
thing in which she is interested and 
she can figure as well as a boy. The 
aim and end of the schools should be 
to develop power and character: to fit 
each child for the work they will find 
happiness in doing. 

“Bvery boy and every girl,” Mr. 
Francis said, impressively, “can be 
saved for effective work if you bring 
them the right thing at the right time 
and under the right circumstances.” 

Something of what he himself has 
done here to bring the boy or gir! 
the right thing at the right time was 
shown by the submitted copy of the 
course of study in our public school 
system: Latin taught alongside of 
blacksmithing and stenography and 
dressmaking, agriculture taught in 
one school, marine work in another, 
the whole system so balanced that 
each pupil will find what he or she 
desires. 

Regarding the hue and cry of “rich 
man's school” raised over the recent 
additions of thirteenth and fourteenth 
grades, Mr. Francis said: Two years 
in high school in continuation work 
are not half as long as four years in 
college to the parent who has to pay 
the bills or to the boy or girl work- 
ing their way. It is a move which will 
encourage the poor parent to send 
their children on to college.“ 

A table showing an average in- 
crease of 25 per cent. in the high 
school enroliment each year for the 
past five years, as against an increase 
of 11 per cent. in the elementary 
schools, and large increases in the 
enroliments in all higher grades, was 
viewed with interest by the commis- 
sioners as evidence that prosperity 
here means more schooling for the 
children of both rich and poor alike. 


INCOMPETENT WORKMEN. 


Mr. Francis’s testimony was par- 
ticularly interesting in the light of 
the assertion of Irwin H. Rice, presi- 
dent of George Rice & Sons, during 
the morning that one of the causes 
of industrial unrest is the incom- 
petency of the workmen, due to lack 
of technical training. Mr. Rice also 

classed the boycott and the sympa- 
thetic strike as overt acts, and said 
that they will never cease until the 
labor unions are made responsible in 
damages for their actions. 

A supplemental statement made by 
President and Manager L. 
Baker of the Baker Iron Works 
showed that thirty-four of his 190 
employees own their own homes, 
twenty-six others are paying for them, 
one owns a lot and is planning to 
build, and nine are buying lots with 
the same object in view. He also 
showed that the concern has steadily 
tea wages since its founding in 
1886. 

Claiming that the anti-picketing or- 
dinance was fathered by the interests 
for reasons of their own, that Council- 
man Betkouski gloatingly intimated as 
much, that the Council, the police 
courts and the District Attorney’s of- 
fice are all handmaids of “the organi- 
zation,” Job Harriman even grew 
lachrymose over the affair at the Plaza 
last Christmas Day, when, as he pre- 
sented it, hungry, innocent men were 
set upon by. the police and brutally 
beaten and shot. He also drew up 
from the depths the old story of the 
$72,000 placed in the hands of Capt. 
John D. Fredericks to prosecute the 
McNamaras and dolefully wanted to 
know what had become of it. The 
Police Court jury system was also at- 
tacked as organized to help the pow- 
ers that be. He will resume the stand 
today. 

As a windup to the hearings, State 
Senator Lyon, Public Defender Wood, 
Frank Wolf and one real estate man 
will be called to the stand. The hear- 
ing will be in Blanchard Hall, begin- 
ning at 10 o’clock a.m. The hearing 
yesterday was in Symphony Hall. 

Secretary Zeehandelaar of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion will take the stand today to make 
a supplemental statement.

Teamster Keeps Cigar Busy in 
Closed Section of Car; Two Puffs 
Cost Five Dollars.

OW THEY TELL 
STORY OF STRIFE. 


COMMISSION PROBES DEEP INTO; 
CAUSE AND EFFECT. | 


Yesterday's testimony before the 
United States Commission on In- 
dustrial Relations follows, in the 
main: 
Testimony of J. H. Francis, Super- 
intendent Los Angeles City Schools. 
Mr. Francis: One of the biggest 
things that education has to do is to 
discover a center of interest for ev- 
ery child, and that means that the 
courses of study must be enlarged so 
that every child will find himself 
some place in the courses of study. 

If you put girls figuring on some- 
thing that they are interested in, they 
can figure as well as boys. It is the 
difference in the interest. 

I think there are something like a 
thousand pupils today—there are 
more than that—in our commercial 
courses in the high school. There are 
a great many in the commercial 
courses in the intermediate schools, 
and some of our elementary schools 
with seven or eight grades are put- 
ting typewriters in. I saw one night 
one of our night schools when they 


ing for one typewriting machine, 
while one fellow was operating it. 
And I was convinced then that there 
was salvation in the typewriter, be- 
cause if they hadn't been waiting for 
that machine they probably would 
have been doing something less prof- 
itable some place else. 

The theory under it all ts that 
every boy and every girl can be 
saved if you will bring him the right 
thing at the right time under the right 
conditions, and it is the business of 
the school to provide those condi- 


are trying to solve. 


Say, not necessarily from any fault 
of their own, but they have nothing 
else to do but to go wrong, no other 
place to go, nothing to occupy their 
time, nobody to guide them and teach 
them and help perfect them. 

The second question, as to what ex- 
tent it is true the working class dis- 
tricts are inferior to the richer with 
regard to the character of building 
and equipment, adequacy of equip- 
ment and teaching force. 

I have never heard that question 
raised before. To the best of my 
knowledge we know neither the poor 
man nor the rich man, the workman 
nor the idle man, the Jew nor the 
Gentile, the religionist nor the non- 
religionist in the building of school- 
houses. We are trying to build 
schoolhouses to meet the need of the 
neighborhood it serves. 

I was trying to think, although 
there is but one as I recall it now, 
there is but one brick building in 
which what you might call the capi- 
talistic end of town, that is Virzil- 
avenue intermediate school, outside 
the, high school up there. With our 
last bond issue and with this bond 
issue we are building semi-fireproof 
buildings and we are building them 
alike in all districts of the city. 

This is true in some of the less for- 
tunate parts of the city, the older 
parts of the city are inhabited more 
largely by the foreign element coming 
into the city, and these buildings hav-

HE DIRECT PRIMARY IN SOUTH 
CAROLINA. | 

The possibilities of “moral uplift” which 
exist in the direct primary were never more 
profusely and elaborately illustrated than 
in an election held in Charleston, S. C., to 
fill a vacancy in that Congressional district 
caused by the death of Mr. Legare. 

South Carolina, it will be remembered, is 
chuck-full of “moral uplift.” It is the State 
whose Governor pardoned 981 convicts; 
mostly gentlemen whose ideas upon the sub- 
ject of personal property differed from those 
“entertained by a majority of their fellow- 
citizens, although there was a fair percent- 
age among them of zealous persons who 
had felt it to be their privilege to remove 
from the scene of human activities those 
who were obnoxious to them. 

At the first primary election called to 
nominate a candidate for the Congressional 
vacancy there were five candidates. Under 
the law of South Carolina a second primary 
was held to decide between the two candi- 
dates receiving the highest number of votes 
at the first primary. At this second pri- 
mary Mr. Whaley received 6298 votes and 
Mr. Hughes received 5752 votes, and at the 
subsequent special election Mr. Whaley re 
ceived a majority of the votes cast and was, 
in due course, sworn in as a member of the 
House. 


Mr. John P. Grace, Mayor of Charleston, 
some months afterwards filed written 
charges against Congressman Whaley, ac- 
cusing him of corrupt practices and perjury. 
He excused himself for not prosecuting Mr. 
Whaley for perjury in Charleston on the 
ground that it would be useless because, if 
he should be convicted, the Governor would 
pardon him. | 

Mayor Grace charged that Congressman 
Whaley had corruptly expended $60,000 in 
bribing voters at the two primary elections. 
This charge Mr. Whaley indignantly denied 
and averred that his -totel expenditures 
amounted to only $44,553.10, and that his 
opponent, E. W. Hughes, admitted having 
expended $44,500. Mayor Grace charged

If I can 
only bring the upper circle 88 to 
the lower, my athlete is being molded. 
College work has developed his 
brain, he knows how to study and he 
can direct his mental procedure, but 
when it comes to directing his mus- 
cles with efficiency the average man 
ie like a baby. We have med our 
heads so full of knowledge that we 


don’t know what to do with our legs. | 


“My job is to get some space in 
that upper circle reserved for the 
legs and other muscles.

The work of classifying lands in the 
Angeles National Forest that have not 
been passed on by experts of the Agri- 
cultural Department will be resumed 
this winter, according to information 
received yesterday by Supervisor 
Chariton.

CLASS O DIRECTORS. 


Federal Reserve Banking Board Is 
Not Having an Easy Time to Find 
Men for the Jobs. 

(BY A P. NIGHT wine) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board began considera- 
tion today of a long list of eligibles 
for class C directorships of the 
twelve Federal reserve banks, but aft- 
er a session which lasted two hours, 
it was announced that no definite con- 
clusions had been reached. 

In view of the length of time it may 
take to select the class C' directors, 
it is possible that the board will be 
unable to open the reserve banks 
Oetober 1, as has been indicated by 
Secretary McAdoo. It was believed, 
tonight, however, that the opening will 
not be deferred long after that date.

HEAT PRICES 
ARE SMASHED. 


PROSPECTS OF PEACE MAKE 
MARKET RUN WILD. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE) 
CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—Wheat prices 
today underwent almost as violent a 
change as when not quite seven weeks 
ago the war bulge in quotations be- 
gan. Excitement in the present case, 
however, was about the prospect of a 


swift approach of peace, traders gen 
erally taking the view that the tri- 
umphs of the allies meant it would be 
unlikely for hostilities to be pro- 
longed. Selling out of wheat today 
was on a huge scale, from first to last 
and caused an extreme smash of 8% 
cents a bushel as compared with 9% 
cents advance July 28, on the occasion 
that relations between Germany and 
England were broken off. The down- 
ward swing of prices today brought 
wheat as low as $1.11% a bushel for 
May delivery as against $1.20 Saturday 
night and $1.32 just a week previous, 
September 5, the topmost level of the 
year. Between July 28 and September 5, 
the rise in the price of May what was 
41% cents of which nearly one-half has 
now been wiped out. At $1.11% May, 
the closing quotations tonight, the net 
remainder of the war advance is 21% 
cents a bushel. The close was wild, 
with wheat 6% @8% lower than Satur- 
day night, corn off 2% to 2% and oats 
showing a setback of 8% to 4% net.

According to United States statistics 
the production is 5,800,000 bushels 
against 3,000,000 last year. The re- 
ceipts here yesterday were 18,379 boxes 
of the fruit. 

There was no change in the egg or 
butter market. Demand was fair in 
each commodity, but steady markets in 
other parts of the country elped to 
hold quotations here. Receipts of ergs 
were 177 cases and of butter, 47,410 
pounds. The demand for eastern cheese 
on a firm market was good and a few 
cheddars were sold. Receipts were 
4080 pounds. 

Receipts of spuds were 8870 sacks 
and the market was off about 5 cents a 
hundred all through the list. Lompocs 
are still holding at $2 or better and are 
the -choice spuds obtainable at this 
time. Onion receipts were 600 sacks 
and there was no change in that prod- 
uct. Only 166 sacks of sweet potatoes 
were reported in.
